STATED THAT 2@KHz REJECTION IS VERY GOOD IN MOST NEWER RADIOS AND NOTED SOME EXAMPLES OF HOW HE 15 FACED WITH 
THE SAME SORT OF THING AT HIS HOME AND HAS NO PROBLEM. CAUTIONED THAT SOME RADIOS HAVE PROBLEMS WITH 38 KHz 
SPACING. N7AZO NOTED THAT HE HAS NO PROBLEMS WHEN BOTH REPEATERS ARE UP AND WENT ON TO EMPHASIZE THAT THE 
TACOMA MARINE REPEATER GROUP HAS NO BEEF WITH THE WWARA.  W7KKN NOTED THAT W7GCI, IN HIS LETTER» COMPLAINED OF 
OVERLAP IN THE NORTH SOUND AREA. WONDERED EXACTLY WHERE THIS WAS? N7AZO REPLIED: HE HAD NO MORE DETAILS ON
